ing childhood. En the human txc*. we find the 
teeth to be twenty in number ; but u we advance 
toward* maturity, our brat teeth become too 
■mall to correspond with the increased growth 
of the jiwhone, md it ii neccaury thai these 
be removed md replaced with larger teelh. 
Nature hu, however, graciously provided that 
we should not he entirely bereaved of m silica- 
Ion, during the proecu of this change; for four 
of ihe mol.ri, or grinding teeth, are not re- 
moved, and are oorispoueiilly called permanent, ! 
The second art, in the. ndull, consist! of thirty- 
two teeth ; the (out lut beinc; rolled wisdom 
teeth, breauae they do not appear till the ik* 
of pubeity, or, petlitpt, late in life. Uiglit 
teeth placed in fronl. are culled taction : four, 
neil to these, ins lermed canine, or eye teeth ; 
md the remaining twenty, constitute the 
molar*, or grinder*. The tncianrt are common 
to the greater number of the tint i.Tder nf 
crested animals, which it divided int. three

Tin! eanine teeth are peculiar 10 c.mivorous or 
flosh-eitinginimtlt, and in Uic inoru mtmcioua 
of thitelus, than eye teeth nr liuduarc always 
long md curved, xo aa to cunble them lo scixe 
upon their prey, 't'heeo teeth are obacnt in the 
cow, but Ihey nppear in thti horse, in an imper- 
fect state, and are called tushes Agreeably tu 
Lht theory that these canine teeth oi tuahei are 
comtnun to all eamiroroui mimalt, their pre. 
tence ful a few yean in the horse would teem 
to indicate ihat thi* anuutl might alto be fed 
in part nilh fleth. The experiment hu hccii 
ItleJ, Wu believe, by Mi. cftawart, lately Veteri- 
nary Murgeou, in PiU-atrcct, Sydney, who 
Dire balls of conaoUdated animal jelly to Ml 
botseaftcrl long journty, tnd found it very 
effectual In invitorlling llie mimal, mil iup- 
plying the ili.i.ncc ol entn oi other food.

The 
same tilth paii of nerve* tends a brunch to the 
fire, which, being alTectt-d, caute* the apumo- 
dic dlaeue, termed lic-douloureui i lo which 
toothache icemi very much allied : for, by 
•ympithy. tnund teeth an often painful. 

An important lesson might ha derived from 
thnperioda at which the teeth are formed in 
different animals, to teach Ut tha kind nf food 
that it admiuibln. tt each period of life. Milk 
tecrcted by the mother, leemt to be the natural 
aliment, fur the flm period of exiatence ; but 
aa teeth are either formed previously, or eppear 
a few day* after the birth of tha lower animals, 
wa have re* arm \o conclude that such creature* 
are early caonblc of di . eating olher food, lu 
the human race, tenth are not prrduced before 
the age of six months, and often not sooner than 
twelve ; tnd we Jiiul ul*o, that the nuturnl 
food for inftiiti— -the human milk — tbe 
iliine.it and most delicate in creation 
These facta ihould be tullicicnl tit prevent 
ua from pushing into the lender aionnehs 
of helpleu bihet gruel or fantuio, e 
Onongh,for a calf. iCbereuved of it. mother. 

The salivary glands, situated in theraoulh.end 
oorivenieot to it. are veiy linportntit I nod the 
fluid which they tccrete ia hi|fhly conducive lo 
perfcet digestion.
